AN ACT to amend section 7 of chapter 233 of the laws of 1881,
rﬂ:t‘ilnrg to the care of the chronic insane not otherwise pro-
v or.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SecrioN 1. Section 7 of chapter 233 of the laws
of 1881 is hereby amended so as to read as follows:
Section 7. Whenever a term of office shall expire or
a vacancy shall hereafter occur in the board of trustees
of any county asylum, such term of office or vacancy
shall be filled by appointment of some rerident citizen
of the county in which such asylum is situated in the
same manuer and for the same length of time as is
now provided in section 6581 of chapter 32 of the re-
vised statutes of 1878, in respect to trustees for the
government of state hospitals for the insane.

SECTION 2. The state beard of charities and reform
shall officially visit county asylums referred to in
section 1 of this act, and shall make such investiga-
tions into the management thereof as the governor may
direct.

SecrioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.
